Washington, D. C., Dee. 10.—[Spe- 


cial. ]—President Roosevelt and his ad- 


ministration leaders find the country 
zooming along to prosperity once more 
after a most critical period of grave 
doubt.

He looks upon it as a great Christmas 
present for the United States. 

Christmas Sales Gain. 

Indeed, it is Christmas and the 
Christmas spirit that may be swinging 
the nation along toward better busi- 
ness times, fer reports from various 
sources show that Christmas sales are 
far ahead of last year at this time; 
that the holiday shoppers are buying 
in more generous volume, and that 
this year will find a fuller grist of 
presents under American Christmas 
trees than In at least two years past. 

The President, in his contacts with 
visitors from diffcrent parts of the na- 
tion during the last fortnight, has 
sensed a new spirit of confidence im- 
buing the people. 

His aids have come to him with 
stories of people on the street corners, 
with smile wreathed faces, saying: 
“ Business is sure picking up, isn’t

it?”- and finding corroboration, and.

the circle of new confidence has spread 
.o goodly proportions. 

Refinancing Success Cited. 

There are several elements held re- 

ponsible for this phenomenon. The 
vresident was particularly gratified by 
the reception given to the treasury’s 
latest refinancing program, and he 
holds that the celerity with which the 
offering for nearly a billion dollars’ 
worth of government notes was taken 
up and far surpassed in a single day 
was a certain sign that the financiers 
ang investors of the country had con- 
fidence im the administration and in 
its monetary policy. 

Some economists hold that the treas- 
ury evaded the issue by offering short 
paper at @ higher rate of interest, and 
that therefore the success which greet- 
ed the Offer was not a true test ol 
publie confidence. iut the ‘President, 
with characteristic buoyancy, dis- 
migses these critics as .* doubting 
Thomases,” and he regards the re- 
financing a certain and positive demon- 
stration of confidence,

Beyond this, however, the informa- 
tion has gone to the financial centers, 
and abroad as well, that the President 
has finished, temporarilg at least, with 
his depreciation of the dollar. Signs 
have indicated, even in the absence 
of a definite announcement, that the 
President has agreed to a temporary 
stabilization of the dollar by hitching 
it to the British pound at a price 
ranging from $5 to $5.35. It ts held 
natural that in the interests of his 
price raising ambitions the President 
will not make any announcements 
which might have a downward effect 
upon the price structure. 

The Christmas buying season is an- 
other element contributing to the buai- 
ness recovery. but another which is 
credited with a heavy effect is the 
repeal of the prohibition amendment, 
with consequent booming activity in 
wholesale and retail sales of liquor. 

The President feels that the public 
works program has finally reached the 
point at which thousands of men are 
actually at work on projects after 
months of delays in getting plans 
drawn and construction commenced.

The split between Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace and George N. Peek, 
federal agricultural adjustment admin- 
istrator,’.who,.has just been demoted 
by President, Roogevelt at Wallace's 
request, is expected to have its reper- 
cussions in Chicago tomorrow, 

Both Wallace and Peek, as well as 
Chester Davis, who is slated to take 
Peek’s place as. farm administrator, 
are.scheduled to speak. from.the same 
platform tomorrow before 2,000 farm- 
ers attending the annual convention 
of the American Farm Bureau federa- 
tion. The convention opens a three 
day session at the Hotel Sherman 
this morning. 

Split Over Recovery Plans. 

The administration chieftains were 
scheduled on the federation’s program 
before the rift between them over the 
most feasible means of bringing farm 
recovery had been brought to the Pres- 
ident’s and the public’s attention. 

Federation officials said last night 
they had no intimation that the men 
would cancel their speaking engago- 
ments. They even entertained the 
idea that the issues between the lead- 
ers might be brought to the farmers 
themselves for an airing and a pos- 
sible vote of confidence on the part 
of the federation. 

Previous Discord Recalled. 

Delegates to the convention recalled 
that the Wallace-Peek controversy is 
not the first break that has occurred 
in the agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration’s ranks this year. Charlies 
J. Brand, secretary of the National 
Pertilizer association, served last 
spring as coadministrator with Peek. 
} Delegations of farmers, notably off- 
cials of the National Codperative Milk 
Producers’ association, called on Sec- 
rétary Wallace in July and voiced:ob-. 
jections to the “conservative” atti- 
tude taken on farm recovery meas- 
ures by Brand. A ‘few weeks later 
Brand returned to the fertilizer associ- 
ation. 

Resolutions Committee Ready. 

While the convention delegates were 
arriving the resolutions committee 
completed its work. The committee 
revealed that the program it will pre- 
sent to the convention. includes in- 
dorsement of President Roosevelt's 
plans on agriculture andi monetary 
matters. Also approved were a fed 
eral guarantee of land bank bonds 
and the remonetization of silver. 

Other resolutions to be offered to 
the convention by. the ‘committee; 
which withheld the details, ask for a 
tariff on foreign fats and oils, lower 
interest rates, and more stringent con 
trol of the commodity exchanges by 
the federal government, 

Other Topics for Discussion. 

At the same time the convention is 

to consider such farm issues as tax- 
ation, reeognition of farm codperatives 
by grain exchanges, rural) education, 
the federal food and drug administra- 
tion, land reclamation, crop reduction, 
and kindred subjects.

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Cold Snap Hits

Three days ago Chicago escaped a 
cold wave that is now freezing New 
York and other eastern sections, but 
Chicago's luck is not expected to be so 
good today. Another cold wave—of 
moderate proportions—is on its way, 
and is scheduled to drop the mercury 
to a point somewhere between 12 and 
16 degrees above zero by tonight. 

“Tt won't last long, though,” said 
Forecaster J. R. Lioyd, comfortingly. 
“The temperature will be below 
normal, of course, but not really in- 
tensely cold. Tuesday will be warmer, 
and it’s possible we'll get some snow.” 

Sees Chance for Escape. 

Mr. Lioyd said that the cold. tem- 
peratures now prevailing in the east 
came out of the northwest as today’s 
cold weather is coming—and skirted 
Chicago by the narrowest margin. In 
that case the city was on the border- 
line. The wave passed to the north 
and east. In this case, too, Chicago 
is on the borderline, Mr. Lioyd said, 
and this, he added, always furnishes 
a chance for escape. 

The temperature dropped from 36 de- 
grees at 7 o'clock last night to 22 de- 
grees at midnight. 

There was a heavy snowfall fn ‘por- 
tions of the middle west as a prelude 
to the cold wave. Nearly the whole 
of Ohio was blanketed. High drifts 
were piled up at Wausau, Wis,. Snow 
was also reported at Detroit.

Give Detectives the Slip. 

Prince Bernhard and his pretty 21 
vear old wife gave the slip to a squad 
of detectives guarding them in Castle 
Pitzelstetten. The German prince, 
whose Nazi activities landed him in 
jail for six weeks, was to have been 
removed to a concentration camp. But 
on the plea of Chancellor Hitler’s 
minister to Austria, he was confined 
instead to his castle where his wife 
was practically held a captive during 
his absence. 

He is understood to have given his 
word of honor not to try to escape 
and the German minister will be asked 
for an explanation. 

How the couple eluded guards and 
got to the car that drove them to the 
Italian frontier an hour away is a 
mystery. The explanation of the licht 
minded Viennese press is that the 
princess cast a spell over the guards 
when they had only her to guard. 
Even the fine dogs who had made life 
miserable for the guards in the castle 
have vanished. 


Chief Warder Jailed. 


The Dollifuss government demands 
an explanation of the mystery. The 
chief warder was arrested tonight and 
in reprisal for what they call a breach 
of faith by the young noble the police 
have rounded up “a certain number” 
of leading Nazis and thrown them into 
a concentration camp.

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HITLER IS CALLED 
PARANOIAC BY 
PSYCHIATRIST 


Doctor Says He Has 


Napoleonic Complex. 


[Chieago Tribune Press Service.] 

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 10.—([Spe- 
cial.j—Adolf Hitler, dictator of Ger 
many, is a paraneiac, and probably 
rose to the dictatorship because he is 
mentally unbalanced, Dr. Samuel 
Plahner of Milwaukee, psychiatrist 
and consulting psychologist, asserted 
tonight in a lecture before the Young 
People’s club of the Grand Avenue 
Congregational church. 

“Hitler was in the insane asylum 
twice and should have been kept thére. 
Like other paranoiacs, he had, and 
has, the belief that he is somebody 
that he isn't. In his early life he de- 
veloped an intense inferiority com- 
plex. To overcome it, he soon be- 
came some one. else. Like most 
paranoiacs, he probably is sane except 
for this delusion, of which he can not 
be cured. 


Defeated Many Times. 


“Most paranoiacs assume the Na- 
poleonic complex, which seems to have 
developed in Hitler. They develop this 
complex of a superior being because 
they have been defeated time and time 
again in early life. Hitler is an ex- 
ample of how dangerous a paranoaic 
can be if he is not confined,” Dr. 
Plahner declared. 

Another type of dangerous mental 
unbalance is melancholia, a condition 
often brought about in children who 
have been punished too severely and 
too continuously, Dr. Plahner said. 
Later in life, he said, when they think 
themselves total failures, melancholics 
develop a tendency to brood over their 
present states, blame themselves, and 
refuse to alleviate their condition by 
talking to other persons. 

The melancholic is one of the most 
dangerous types of insanity because 
he ig quiet and shrewd, Dr. Plahner 
said. He often developes suicidal 
tendencies, and, less often, homicidal 
urges, Dr. Plahner stated. 


Refuse to Face Reality. 


Mentally unbalanced persons should 
be treated like the physically ill, said 
Dr. Plahner, because they become 
progressively worse if the condition is 
not rectified.

Schnee cited former President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt who said that Germans 
and Britishers held equal rank in the 
work of colonizing Africa. He said 
the best proof that the Germans were 
humane colonizers was the loyalty of 
African natives to the German cause 
in the world war. 

Atrocities such as have been com- 
mitted in the French and Belgian 
Congo never happened in the German 
colonies, he declared.

Socialist Revolt Plot Charged.

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The  Saar- 
bruecken Zeitung has published a doc- 
ument purporting to reveal plans of 
former German Socialists, now ref- 
ugees in other lands, for an armed 
revolt against Chancellor Hlitler’s 
régime. The plans are alleged to have 
been outlined at a secret committee 
meeting during the international] So- 
clalist congress held in Paris last Au- 
gust. 

The newspapers say the speakers at 
that meeting were Dr. Rudolf Breit- 
scheid, Otto Wels, and Karl Hoelter- 
mann, all former reichstag deputies. 

According to the document, Wels 
predicted a great increase in the cost 
of living in Germany this winter with 
consequent disorders. He is quoted 
as saying it was urgent to create all 
possible foreign and political difficul- 
ties for the Hitler government. 

Breitscheld is reported to have ad- 
vocated a sharper boycott of German 
goods. 

Hoeltermann is alleged to have said 
that the dictatorship of workers must 
follow the Hitler dictatorship. He 
urged the creation of military bodies 
in Germany to be ready to seize the 
power in the event of a collapse. 
Hoeltermann is further credited with 
the remark .that Socialists must be 
prepared to send armed groups of 
workers into Germany from neighbor-

BELGRADE, Dec. 10.—(/)—Hope 
for realization ‘of the long delayed 
reconciliation between Bulgaria and 
Jugo-Slavia brought half of Belgrade 
outdoors in bitter cold today to greet 
King Boris and Queen Joanna of Bul- 
garia when they arrived from Sofia. 

Many children were brought to see 
the historic event and remained. for 
two hours, lining icy streets. Enthusi- 
asm was described as the greatest 
ever seen in: peace time Belgrade. 

While the otttcome of the confer- 
ence between the kings must be 
awaited, it was authoritatively learned 
that Jugo-Slavia will offer Bulgaria a 
five year friendship and nonaggression 
pact, based on recognition of present 
conditions. 

Proposes Mutual Defenses. 


Also the pact proposes mutual de- 
fense by Greece, Turkey, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, and Jugo-Slavia on a prin- 
ciple of solid mutual fronts against the 
influence or intrigue of the great 
powers. As an inducemeng Jugo- 
Slavia will offer a railroad rate con- 
cession. 

At the station King Alexander and 
Queen Marie greeted their royal 
cousing affectionately and embraced 
them. Bulgarian and Jugo-Slav an- 
thems were played by the crack Royal 


Guards band. 


After the greeting the two kings 
and assembled generals and other 
high dignitaries and visitors were es- 
corted to the palace.

Shouts of “ Zhiveo” and “ Hurra” 
rang out until many of the people 
were hoarse. 

King Boris and King Alexander 
rode in an open automobile, followed 
by the queens, then Princess Paul of 
Jugo-Slavia and Cyril of Bulgaria and 
Princess Olgo of Jugo-Slavia in a third 
car,

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Divorce: Capitalism and 
Industry, He Urges. 


‘Detroit, Mich., Dec. 10.~+(?)—Assail- 
ing what he said was a gold siandard 
capitalism’s grip on industry, the Rev, 

' Father Charles EB. Coughlin, in an ad- 
dress today, charged that the effort to 
maintain the gold standard was re- 

, sponsible for the depression that be- 
gan in 1929. 

The industrialists, Father Coughlin 
asserted, are atthe mercy of gold 
standard capitalists and added that 
money had become, “not the medium 
of exchange. but the medium of 
control.” 

The crusading priest onlv once dur- 
ing his address today mentioned the 
mame of J. P. Morgan, reiterating 
previous charges of financial control 
reaching into many billions of dollars. 

He praised a recent resolution by the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
as significant, he snid. of the support 
industrialists, as opposed to gold stand. 
ard cap:-talists, are according President 
Roosevelt in his monetary program. 


Predicts Others Will Join. 


He predicted the Inrge number of 
manufacturers who signed the resolu- 
tion soon would be joined by Henry 
Ford and others who have not yet an- 
nounced unqualified support of the 
Roosevelt recovery program. 

“I'm giving “onor where honor fs 
due,” Father Coughlin said. in refer- 
ring to his commendation of the man- 
ufacturers’ association resolution, “I 
am in no sense condoning the evils 
of mass production.” 

Before financial independence can 
come, said Father Coughlin, there 
must be a complete divorcement of 
capitalism and industrialism, with 
capital entitled only to interest on 
its investment. 

Financialism and industrialism for 
more than 150 years, the priest said. 
have been going in opposite directions. 
‘rhe opinion that capital is entitled 
only to interest on its Investment. he 
said, “is not socialism; it is the moral 
teaching of Catholicism.” 

Wages Down; Dividends Up. 

Father Coughlin asserted that in its 
efforts to maintain the gold standard 
capitalism had seen wages go down 
and dividends go up over a period of 
many years. 

Speaking of the possibilities of profit 
sharing in industry, Father Coughlin 
said, “ The first step to profit sharing 
is the divorcement of Mmdustry from 
capitalism which dominates it today.” 

Praising again the Roosevelt recov- 
ery program, the priest said the “ New 
Deal” had only just begun. “ What 
does it matter,” he said, “ whether it 
requires a year, two years or twenty 
years?” to accomplish its objectives. 


In conclusion he said that he be-| 


lieved that the first: and “the. most 
necessary battle” has been won. 

“ Financial independence has been 
sined,” he asserted. ‘“‘ Gold shall not 

the master of men. Prices shal) 
not be lowered to their destruction 
point.

Delivering a plea for a return to 
the four cardinal virtues of prudence, 
justice, fortitude and temperance, the 
cardinal said: “Do not make sweeping 
statements about bankers in general, 
because you are doing an injustice to 
a great many. men.” 

“Not Condemning,” He Says. 


“The great work we have to do,”” he 
continued, “is to convince those who 
deal with money to deal with it honest- 
ly as.most bankers do. The government 
of the country will see to it without 
partisanship governing this side or 
that. It will bring about a proper 
administration of money that will be 
of tremendous advantage, but it will 
not be done by violence or by talk or 
by, I should say, hysterical harangue. 
Nothing comes of that but the usual

“I am not trying to condemn any- 
body and oftentimes it happens that 
these movements do bring about the 
right sults, but these have. to be 
dealt with reasonably and rationally.

Dollar sales of leading chain store 
systems show an increase of 13 per 
cent over 1932. Sales 6f 23 of the lead- 
ing companies during November were 
$173,301,687 compared with $152,670,- 
815 in the same period last year, ac- 
cording to a current report. Whether 
the increase is reflected chiefly or 
wholly by the raise in prices, or 
whether it represented an increased 
turnover in goods, is not disclosed in 
the report. 

Prices, which had been in a severe 
slump, showed stronger during the 
last week, and the President's advisers 
believe the drop has effectively been 
checked.

It is ‘estimated that 
nearly a billion ddliare has been cut 
from these annual budgets.” 


Public Debt Mounting. 


On the bearish side of the economic 
picture critics of the administration 
are citing the fact that the public 
debt is mounting daily to enormous 
proportions. On Dee, 7, at the close 
of business, the debt stood at $23,- 
649,274,189, and reliable estimates as 
to anticipated receipts and expendi- 
tures for the remainder of the year 
indicate that by July 1 the debt will 
be between 2714 and 28 billions, an all 
time record surpassing even the mam- 
moth debt incurred at the time of the 
world war. 

Sooner or later, perhaps sooner, 
these critics declare, the time will 
come for the tax payer to foot the 
bill for the extravagant experiments 
of the Roosevelt régime, Whether 
temporary spurts in business,. caused 
by increased employment through 
NRA, the public works and the lke, 
will be sufficient to set the ball of 
rolling with momentum 
enough to bridge over the perilous 
ime when the piper’s bill must “2 
paid is a matter which these critics 
reckon with gravest doubts. 

Practically all of the present opera- 
tions of the sew deal, it is pointed out, 
are being conducted on borrowed 
money. An inspiring amount of “ syn- 
thetic prosperity’ can be produced 
in this manner, it is conceded, but its 
lasting qualities are doubted.

BITS OF ORGANS 
OF HUMANS ARE 
TRANSPLANTED 


Surgeons’ Experiments 
Are Described. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 10.—(U/)—The 
successfu)] transplantation of parts of 
organs from one person to another 
was described by Dr. Harvey B. Stone, 
associate professor of surgery at the 
Johns Hopkins school of medicine, at 
a meeting of the Interurban and Cos- 
mopolitan Medical clubs at the Johns 
Hopkins hospital. 

The announcement of Dr. Stone was 
made public today bv the Baltimore 
Sun as attendance at the meeting 
was restricted to the members of the 
clubs, which are composed of distin- 
guished physicians from New York, 
Boston, New Haven, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. 

Surgeons, it was explained, have 
for years been able to transplant skin 
from one part of the body to an- 
other on the same person, but a 
transplantation of tissue from one per- 
son to another almost invariably has 
died within a few weeks. 

Tissue Grown in Culture. 


The method described by Dr. Stone 
consisted in growing ‘the tissue for 
a time outside the body in a culture 
medium made from the blood serum of 
the prespective recipient of the trans- 
plant. 

The tissue by this method becomes 
adapted to its future host, it was 
stated, and when finally implanted in 
him, grows quite normally and sur- 
vives for an indefinite time. 

Only a few cells from the healthy 
giand are used, it was said, and in 
the normal person, the missing tissue 
is readily replaced. 

Patients, in whom the thyroid and 
parathroid glands had been trans- 
planted successfully, were described by 
Dr. Stone, who said the work had 
been carried on for some time with 
the collaboration of Dr. J. C. Owings 
and Dr. G. O. Guy. 


Discovery Held Important. 


Although Dr. Stone declined to com- 
ment later on his paper, visiting phy- 
sicians said this discovery was of con- 
siderable practical tmportance, for it 
appears that individuals who have lost 
some essential gland can now be per- 
| manently cured. 
| This method was compared with the 
| practice in the past where patients 
| have had to be treated daily by gland 
| extracts for the rest of their lives. 
Suctiereatments were not always effec- 


i tive,

| removal of one lung for malignant

Gen. Johnson thinks his 
eritids are excited. In fact, he is. They ask that 
the guaranties of calm moments be recognized as 
prevailing now in times of high pressure. Such 
recognition detracts nothing from the constitu- 
tional authority of government; it adds nothing 
tu the privileges of citizenship. 


ENCOURAGING MURDER OR 
| LYNCHING. 


Four years ago the sheriff of Dearborn county, 
Indiana, was questioning James Anderson in an 
investigation of a murder case. Anderson shot 
and killed the sheriff. He was tried for murder 
and the jury found him guilty and fixed the death 
penalty. 

The governor of Indiana has now commuted the 
sentence to life imprisonment. He says he read 
the @vidence and acted in consideration of the 
murderer's good record, 

The news report gives no other reason for com- 
mutation. Twelve men on a jury hearing the evi. 
dence decided that it called for the extreme pen- 
alty.' Years later the governor, reading the evi- 
dence, concludes they were wrong and fixes a 
mildér penalty. We think such an exercise of 
executive clemency lacks clemency toward the 
public, which is notoriously in need of better pro- 
tectién from killers. Officers of the law especially 
need it. The governor’s action, on the face of the 
publighed facts, was in our opinion an encourage- 
ment of murder and a deplorable example of the 
sentimental leniency which is encouraging violence 
throughout the country. If there wag other mo- 
tive,,the case may be the worse. The people of 
Indiana will now support this killer for the rest 
of his life, unless he has influence enough to get 
furtHer reductions of his punishment, as Fur 
Sammons did in Illinois, or escapes like other 
dangerous criminals from the Indiana penitentiary. 

This case is one of many which are inducing 
citizens, horrified by vicious crimes and disgusted 
with) the inadequacy of legal procedure, to take 
justite into their own hands.

SHOULD BE SHOWN. 


When, next Thursday, Dec, 14, the Art insti- 
tute opens its rearranged galleries of paintings, 
an epoch making change, not only in the policy 
of that great institution but in that of every other 
art gallery in America, may begin. 

This rearrangement was inspired or at least 
greatly encouraged by the recent magnificent ex- 
hibition organized for A Century of Progress..In 
that exhibition the pictures were placed by periods 
and artists, and nothing was more apparent to 
évery one acquainted with art galleries than the 
tremendous advantages to the student and to the 
lover of painting this logical arrangement insures. 

When paintings of different periods or schools 
are mixed the sacrifice in effect, in significance 
and the pleasure to be gained from them is and 
has long been recognized to be serious. If any 
one doubts this he will onlv have to visit the re- 
arranged galleries of the Art institute to be con- 
vineed that the new plan adds in astonishing 
measure to his enjoyment and his understanding. 

Enlightened and enterprising directors of art 
galleries have realized the esthetic and educa- 
tional benefits of this arrangement, but there has 
been a serious obstacle to its adoption. A crllec- 
tion of pictures gathered by ar individual at dif.

ILLINOIS FARMERS AND U. 8S. BONUS. 
{Bioomington Pantagraph.] 

If forty-three million dollars will reiieve the plight 
of the farmers of Lilinois they will get that much re- 
lief. This is the estimate made by the [linois Agri- 
cultural association of the sum of money to come into 
this state from federal funds made available through 
many forms of Uncle Sam’‘s farm relief prograin. 
This money will not be here in time for Christmas 
shopping, but a period of 15 months is set as the 
probable time over which the payments will be spreail. 

Benefits from the corn-hog program of the AAA 
reaching Lilinois are estimated at a total of $21,195,- 
000, corn rentais will reach $19,548,000, and wheat 
benefits will aggregate $2,618,000. 

These additions to the income of [Illinois farmers 
are over and above any direct profits from rise in 
farm produce prices realized from the general re- 
covery program and due to the curtailment of crops 
for next year. 

The farms of the United States generally will re- 
ceive an income estimated at 24 per cent above that 
of this year, if the plans of the agricultural act are 
realized. 

Much of this stimulus for the farm income seems

In a very 


few cases there may be a mild degree of 
jJaundice—no more than a slight yellow- 
ish tinge. 

Attacks of dyspepsia that follow the

drinking alcoholic beverages are likely 
to be of that kind. ‘This suggests a 
method of preventing attacks. This 
method consists of refraining from eat- 
ing fat meat, gravies, butter sauces, 
Saiad dressings rich in fats, pepper, 
horse radish, mustard and other season- 
ings, stuffing from baked turkey and 
other stuffed meats, and alcoholic bev- 
erages. There should be no indulgence 
in banquets or other heavy feeds. Some 
dyspeptics of this class learn that they 
must go without the evening meal.

THE DEFENSE OF CHEATERS, 
Chicago, Dec. 8.—The editorial in .Tuz 
TRIBUNE of Monday, Dec. 4, headed 
“The Defense of Cheaters,” and later 
news articles on the same subject do 
not fairly state the position nor the pur- 
pose in this matter of the Chicago Bar 
association nor of its committee on de- 
fense of prisoners. 

We have not defended and are not 
defending persons alleged to have wrong- 
ly obtained aid trom the Illinois Emer- 


gency Relief commission from any de- 
sire to uphold fraud but because of the 
fact that information was brought to us 
that many of those charged with this 
fraud were innocent, and because of the 
obligation imposed on us as lawyers to 
see that those accused, if unable to em- 
ploy their own attorneys, receive a full 
and fair trial. 

In many of these cases which we have 
defended there has been a failure of 
proof of the alleged offense, and in many 
of them it appeared there had been no 
offense and the defendants were dis- 
charged by the court after a trial. 

We agree that it is a despicable thing 
to defraud a fund whose aim is the relief 
of the needy, but [as in all other crim- 
inal cases} unless the facts are proven 
and unless punishment is provided by 
the law there can be no punishment, 

It is a basic principle of our law that 
every defendant in a criminal case is 
presumed to be innocent until he is 
proven guilty. 

Also, every defendant in any criminal 
case is entitled to the benefit of counsel. 
I¢ he is too poor to employ his own at- 
torney the court will appoint counsel for 
him. In communities like our own the 
difficulty of finding attorneys who can 
undertake this necessary and humane 
obligation of the profession has been 
met by the creation of committees of bar 
associations, whose members offer and 
give their services gratuitously to such 
indigent defendants. 

The Chicago Bar association has, in 
the cases of the indigent charged with 
defrauding the Illinois Emergency Relief 
commission, as in other cases for a long 
time past, done no more than this im- 
perative duty. It has, through the at- 
torneys who were requested by it to 
appear in these cases, Messrs. Lofton 
and McNamara, insisted In their defense 
that a valid charge of violation of a 
punishable law be made, and that the 
evidence support the charge. 

It has pointed out that the law is de- 
fective in the matter of imposing [or 
failure to impose] penalties. In this the 
remedy is with the legislature. 

It has pointed out the defects of 
charges made, thereby asstiring that the 
accused shall haye a fair trial on a 
proper charge. 

It/ has pointed out failures of proof of 
the charges laid. 

In this its duty is no less important 
than that of the Emergency’ Relief com- 
mission, and is of a more permanent 
character. It and the attorneys who 
have appeared at its request are. deserv- 
ing of commendation rather than adverse 
and unfriendly criticism.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 10—(?)— 
William W. Roper, former Princeton 
University football coach, attorney, 
and member of the Phildelphia city 
council since 1919, died today after a 
long illness. He was 53 years old. 
The illness which brought his death 


began two months ago after he devel- 


oped a streptococi infection. It cut 
short the triumph of a man who 
fought hard and long for prohibition 


repeal and legalization of Sunday 
sports in Pennsylvania, both of which 
arrived while he lay ill. 

Bill Roper occupied an outstanding 
place in the annals of Princeton foot- 
ball from his undergraduate days until 
his death. 

As a student at Princeton he played 
end on the football team, was captain 
of the basketball team, and an out- 
fielder on the baseball team. He was 
graduated from Princeton in the class 
of 1902. 

Teams Win in 89 Games. 

It was as head football coach of 
Tiger elevens that Roper achieved his 
greatest fame. Prior to his retirement 
in 1930 he had been associated with 
Nassau teams for 17 years—from 
1906 to 1911, with the exception of 
1909, when-he was at Missouri, and 
then from 1919 through 1930. In that 
time his teams played 133 games, won 
89, lost 28, and tied 16. 

While he produced some of the finest 
teams of the first decade of this cen- 
tury, it was his work at Princeton 
after the world war which brought 
him the greatest prominence. Prince- 
ton Yootball had been at a low ebb just 
before the war, and in 1919 Roper was 
persuaded to accept the head coach- 
ship. 

During the eleven seasons that he 
coached after the war Roper’s teams 
won three Big Three championships. 
We retired after the 1930 season be- 
eause of business and_ political duties. 


, Four “Big” Games. 


Four games stood out most clearly 
tm Roper’s memory. The earliest was 
the Princeton-Chicago battle of 1922, 
which saw the Tigers overcome an 18 
to 7 handicap when they entered the 
final quarter and snatch victory in the 
closing minutes by a 21 to 18 score. 
The Tiger team of 1922 won all eight of 
its games. No Princeton eleven until 
that of last fall achieved a comparable 
record. : | 

Other contests which Roper had 
particular cause to remember were the 
25 to 12 victory over Yale in 1925, the 
12 to © vietory over Harvard in 1926 
and the 6 to 6 tie with Ohio State in 
1928. 

As a football coach Roper was noted 
for his ability to weld inexperienced 
material into a first class unit. He 
was a past master at inspiring men; 
and his teams were noted for their 
daring and for the unorthodox style 
of play they used. 

First Nonscouting Agreement.. 


In 1926 Roper and coach Tad Jones 
Yale entered into the first nonscout- 
fhe agreement. That agreement re- 
mained in effect until the close of the 
@urrent season, when it was dissolved. 
Ztoper was a member of the national 
rules committee for.many years and 
wrote two books on football. 

Last fall Bill Roper’s son, Bill Jr., 
was a member of the Tiger varsity 
squad and, like his father, played end. 
The boy was captain of his team at 
.\Motchkiss Preparatory school. 

An anecdote about Roper is indica- 
five of his attitude toward -football, 
When a photographer attempted to sell 
him motion pictures of the plays used 
by a rival team he threw him out of 
hig office.

Roper’s political career began in 
1912 when President Wilson appointed 
him United States appraiser of mer- 


chandise at the port of Philadéiphia. |. 


Eventually finding himself unable to

he resigned and turned Republican. 
Subsequently elected a member of the 
gity council, he continued his footba!!

Rooms Conform to Period. 


This art gallery is without a great 
exhi>ition hall, abhorrent to those who 
dislike heterogeneity.

Their display rooms, free 
from showcases and glassy cabinets, 
seemed to have borrowed from the 
aquarium the device of brilliantly 
lighted recesses in the walls of other- 
wise unlighted rooms.

land, Dec, 10.—(4)—Mrs. J. H. V. Rod- 


ney, widow of Capt. Rodney of London, 
who was killed in a fire yesterday at 
the country home of Leander J. Mc- 
Cormick, formerly of Chicago, wr in- 
formed tonight of her husband’s death.

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Movement Is Reaching 
Seasonal Peak. 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.! 

New York, Dec. 10.—For the first 

time in three years the normal sea- 
sonal movement of money in circula- 
tion, uninfluenced by the factor of 
public hoarding, appears to Wall stre€t 
observers to be in effect. The results 
of the movement were revealed in the 
last week in a gradual hardening of 
money market rates, including ad- 
vances in bankers’ bill rates, cal! 
money, and the prices bid for stock 
exchange time loans. 
Ordinarily the volume of money in 
wse reaches its lowest point toward 
the end of July and gradually in- 
creases until the end of November. 
when it begins to mount rapidly, reach- 
ing an annual peak around Christmas 
at about $400,000,000 above the sum- 
mer low and approximately $300,000,- 
000 above the average for the year. 


Movement Obscured Recently. 


In normal years the expansion of 
currency circulation ‘in the final month 
of the year gives a clue to the volume 
of business being done. In the last 
few years, however, this ordinary 
movement has been greatly obscured 
by the large amount of hoarding that 
has heen going on. Last year the sea- 
sonal expansion of currency was far 
less than normal. due, apparently to 
the fact that a large part of the extra 
‘meeds of the season were met by the 
public by drawing upon supplies of 
currency held in hoarding. Another 
fector was probably the 
amount of spending, observers say. 

At the present there is still out- 
gianding a large an unt o. hoarded 
currency, variously estimated at one 
billion 500 million to 2 billion dollars 
but this element in the currency situa- 
tion has become static. Seasona! fluc. 
tuations are reasserting themselves on 
the mass of money in circulation in- 
stead of being obscured by the varia- 
tions in that part of the total volume 
of _ cirevlation which consists of 
hoarded money. 


Low Time Last August 


The summer low point of money in 
circulation as shown by federal! re- 
serve statistics, was reached on Aug. 
23 and Aug. 30, when the money out- 
sianding amounted to $5,592,000,000. 
Since then the circulation has been 
slowly expanding. By Nov. 22, it had 
reached $5,654,000,000. Then in the 
final week of November the end of the 
year advance began with a rise of 
$89,000,000. In the week ended last 
Wednesday a further increase of $15, 
000,000 occurred, lifting the total to 
$5,.758,000,000, or $166,000,000 above 
the summer. Between now and the 
end of the year further increases may 
be expected. 

In the present case, however, the 
Christmas peak of money in circula- 
tion. it is submitted, will certainly not 
om irk the high point for the year. That 
was reached on March 8, during the 
banlt holiday when a record breaking 
tctal of $7.538,.000,000 of money was in 
ithe hands of the public. 

Should Fall After Christmas. 


If a normal pattern is pursued the 
volume of money in circulation will 
fall sharply after Christmas until by 
the end of January or the early ‘part 
of February it is about $400,000,000 | 
less than the Christmas peak and ap- 
proximately back to the level of last 
summer's low point. The current 
hardening of money rates should then 
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‘for Cuts-in 
Acreage.

The cotton acreage reduction pfo- 
rram has thus far resulted in the pay- 
ment to 1,012,290 farmers of $109,686,- 
526. "She farm administration has 
said these payments have stimulated 
local business in 800 southern counties 
and all have not been made yet, since 
1,142,115 contracts have been signed by 
eotton farmers, but some have not 
yet been approved. 

The wheat acreage reduction pro- 
gram is barely under way, with only 
77.021 farmers having been sent 
checks out of 587,213 who have signed 
applications for contracts, The T7,- 
021 whose contracts have been ap- 
proved have been paid $4,333,434 to 
date out of the total of $70,000,000 
which is available for payments. 
These payments have been made in 
$59 counties out of the 1,450 which 
are concerned in the program. ~ 
Share of Tobacco Growers. 
A total of $1,007,978 has been paid 
to date to 16,381 growers of flue cured 
tobacco out of 106,000 who have al- 
ready signed contracts or have made 
application for them. 
The corn hog reduction program is 
in its initial stages with the contracts 
approved only last Wednesday. The 
sien up campaign for codperation of 
farmers will be fully under way in 
1.500 midwestern counties before the 
end of the week. 
A total of $350,000,000 is available 
for benefit payments to farmers who 
reduce their corn acreage by 20 per 
cent and their number of hogs in 1934 
by 25 per cent. Farmers numbering 
2,000,000 will have an opportunity to 
participate in this program.

SET JANUARY 10 
FOR HEARING OF 
GAS-COAL ROW 


A bitter legal battle between the 
People’s Gas, Light and Coke com- 
pany and the Illinois Coal Operators’ 
association was forecast yesterday 
when Jan. 10 was set for hearing of 
a complaint before the [Illinois com- 
merce commission, charging the gas 
company with price discrimination, 
which has resulted in a lowered coai 
consumption. 

The battle will center in the rate of 
12% cents per thousand cubic feet 
charged some industrial users of gas, 
as contrasted to the rate of $1.65 for 
the same quantity to household con- 
sumers. The coal industry, which has 
been preparing for the struggie for 
several months, will discuss the con- 
sequences resulting from closing down 
of mines. 

The association also is attacking the 
guarantee of performance of a con- 
tract between the Chicago District 
Pipe Line company and the Natural 
Gas Pipe Line Company of America 
by three utilities, These are the Peo- 
ple’s company, the Public Service Corm- 
pany of Northern Illinois, and the 
Western United Gas and Electric com- 
pany. 

The company receiving benefit from 

the “dump rate.” according to the 
complaint, is Swift & Co., but in in- 
formal conferences it was said that 
others which have replaced coal with 
natural gas are Crane & Co., Chicago;
